Sailed 

There had been reports that 
Canadian communications 
crews supporting the observers 
had troubles reaching positions 
in Iran. But Ann and said the rate 
of movement had picked up 
today, and he refused to 
elaborate on the reported 
problems. 

Iraqi Oil Minister Issam 
Abdel- Rahim said the Ain 
Zalah, a 35,338-ton government- 
owned tanker, took on a cargo of 


crude oil and sailed out from the 
northern Gulf “a few hours after 
the truce began” at 0300 GMT. 

The minister, quoted by the 
official Iraqi News Agency, did 
not say precisely which port the 
ship sailed from. 

It said the second Iraqi mer- 
chant vessel, the Khawla, sailed 
from Fujairah in the Gulf of 
Oman , and was later shadowed 
by an Iranian helicopter gunship 
and a “war vessel” as it passed 
through the Strait of Hormuz. 

It claimed there was “an open 
attempt to provoke the ship.” 

Iran's Islamic Republic News 
Agency, claimed Iranian naval 
units backed by helicopters 
“intercepted and searched” the 
ship but let it go when no 
weapons were found. 

There was no immediate con- 
firmation from Gulf-based ship- 


ping sources, but Iranian Naval 
chief Rear Adm. Mohammad 
Malckzadcgan said earlier Iran 
would continue to intercept ships 
in the Gulf until a comprehensive 
settlement is reached m the war. 

INA said Iraqi Foreign Mini- 
ster Tariq Aziz complained 
about Malekzadegan's state- 
ment at a meeting in Baghdad 
with Jovic. 

Earlier* Baghdad Radio 
quoted Iraqi Naval commander 
Rear Adm. Abed Mohammed 
Abdullah as saying he hoped 
Malekzadegan's statement was a 
“slip of the tongue.” 

But otherwise, Iraq would 
“strongly resist such a measure,” 
Abd ullah said, and any search 
would be “a serious violation of 
the ceasefire.” 

Tehran Radio, monitored by 
the British Broadcasting Coro., 
said Iranian forces launched 1 ^ a 
number of boats flying the Iran- 
ian flag into the Shatt Ai Arab as 
United Nations observers wat- 
cfaed. 

It said “complete calm exists 
on both shores of the river.” 
Sovereignty over the waterway is 
a key point of contention bet- 
ween Iraq and Iran. 

Festival 

In Iraq itself, celebrations tur- 
ned toward the shopping centres, 
for Iraqis who have suffered 
shortages of 'consumer goods 
over recentyearrafthe war. 

Minister of Trade Moham- 
med Mahdi Saleh said today it 
was “an economic festival” to 
match the celebrations of the 
“great victories scored by our 
people.” 

In an interview published by 
the official Army newspaper, AJ 
Qadissiya, Saleh said President 
Saddam Hussein had ordered his 
ministry to flood state-run stores 
and local markets with goods. - 

“The goods will be unlimited 
in quantity and that includes all 
kinds of goods available at the 
ministry’s stores,” inducting

Thousands of mourners flock to funeral 

Zia-ul-Haq given a 
martyr’s burial 


ISLAMABAD, Aug 20. (Agcn- 
des): Pakistani President 
Mohammad Zia-ul-Haq, killed 
in a mystery ai r crash, was gi ven a 
martyr's burial today in front of 
presidents, prime ministers and 
thousands of mourners who 
hailed him as a man of truth. 

A vast crowd of mourners 
today jammed the grounds of 
Islamabad's Faisal Mosque for 
Zia’s funeral. 

The nearly all-male crowd of 
about 200,000 bade farewell to 
Zia with chants from the Holy 
Quran. 

They shouted the leader’s 
name in praise as his funeral cor- 
tege slowly moved toward the 
futuristic white mosque. 

Cause 

Zia, an Army general who 
ruled Pakistan for 1 1 years, died 
with 29 others in a fiery plane 
crash on Wednesday. Although 
no official cause has been given, 
Pakistani officials seem 
increasingly convinced that it 
was no accident. 

Zia was buried on the front 
lawn of the mosque under a can- 


opy of green and white, the 
colours of Pakistan. Mourners 
surged around the site for a final 
look.- 

Mohammad Khan Junejo, 
whom Zia fired as prime minister 
in May, was the first to pick up a 
shovel and place earth into the 
grave. Other dignitaries joined 
him in filling the grave. 

Officials and relatives threw 
handfuls of earth onto the coffin 
as smoke swirled into the sky 
from a 21-gun salute. 

Salvation 

The ceremony ended with 
wreath-laying at the grave by 
many foreign envoys, me lu ding 
US Secretary of State George 
Shultz and British Foreign 
Secretary Sir Geoffrey Howe. 

Mourners started streaming 
toward the mosque early this 
morning, some under umbrellas 
for protection from the merciless 
sun. Many stopped for water at 
the gates of the swank villas that 
line the wide boulevard leading 
to the giant place of worship. 

“My heart is crying for him, 
and 1 am praying for his salva- 


tion,” said Mian Ihiishamuddin, 
74, who-came by bus from Pesh- 
awar, 160 kilometres (100 miles) 
to the west, near the Afghan bor- 
der. . 

Many mourners expressed 
admiration for Zia's efforts to 
increase the influence of Islam on 
this country of 107 million. 

Scores of men scrambled onto 
the sleep roof of the mosque to 
get a better view of the proces- 
sion, while security forces lining 
the route occasionally raised 
their bamboo cares and rifles to 
•force back the crowds as they 
surged onto the road.

Changed 

“He belongs to the Army,” 
Information and Broadcasting 
Minister Elahi Bakhsb Soomro 
said on Thursday. 

But later the authorities chan- 
ged the site to Islamabad's Faisal 
Mosque, saying they wish to 
mark Zia's services to Islam. 

Zia called himselfa “soldier of 
Islam,” but critics said he used 
Islam to perpetuate his rule over 
a predominantly Muslim nation 
of] 03 million people. 


Benazir calls for neutral cabinet 


LONDON. Aug 20, (Reuter): 
Pakistan opposition leader Ben- 
azir Bhutto called in an interview 
published today for her coun- 
try's acting President Ghulam 
Ishaq Khan to form a neutral 
caretaker cabinet. 

“I think that the acting 
President would be wise to 
choose a caretaker cabinet to 
compose of neutral, non-part- 
isan individuals. There are plenty 
in the country,” Benazir said in 
the interview with the Times 
newspaper. 

Speaking after the death in a 


suspicious plane crash of 
President Zia-ul-Haq, the Pakis- 
tan People’s Party (PFP) leader 
said there were still Zia followers 
who would subvert the Novem- ’ 
ber elections to protect their 
privileges. 

“They will manipulate Lhe 
election results,” said Benazir, 
whose father. Prone Minister 
Zulfikar Ali Bhutto, was tried 
and hanged following his overth- 
row by Zia in 1979. 

“The opposition is concerned 
that the acting President, to 
demonstrate even-handedness. 


should have a cabinet composed 
of non-politically motivated 
individuals,” Benazir added. 

She said she believed the 
November elections would be 
party-based and did not rule out 
the possibility unit her PPP 
would consider forming a coali- 
tion with other opposition par- 
ties. 

“The Pakistan People’s Parly 
is certainly in a position to win a 
majority on its own, but it is our 
considered opinion that we 
should co-operate with other 
political forces that have been 


with us for lhe last 10 years,” 
Benazir said. 

On Pakistan's relations with 
the United States, Benazir said: 

“Pakistan has traditionally 
bad good relations with the US.' 

Asked if Pakistan would con- 
tinue to support Afghan muja- 
hedeen guerrillas even after the 
withdrawal of Soviet troops 
from Afghanistan under the 
Geneva agreement, Benazir said 
her government would uphold 
the Geneva accords and any 
agreement that did not go 
against Pakistan's security.

An act of 
sabotage, 
Pakistan 
convinced 

From Ashraf Shad 
In Islamabad 


THE Pakistan government is 
now convinced that the plane 
crash that killed President 
Mohammed Zia-ul-Haq was an 
act of sabotage and not an 
accident, an authoritative source 
told the Arab Times yesterday. 

Speculation has been rife 
about whether the military plane 
was blown up by a missile or an 
explosive device managed by 
remote conuol. 

Two American teams, consist- 
ing of 14 US Air Force experts 
arrived in Islamabad last night io 
assist Pakistani experts in deter- 
mining the cause of the C-130 
crash which killed Zia and 29 
others on Wednesday near Bah- 
awalpur in eastern Pakistan. 

The experts, who were invited 
by the Pakistan Air Force, have 
already gone to the site of the 
tragedy. 

According to re pons from 
Bahawalpur. the site of the crash 
has been cordoned ofT and no 
one is allowed to leave the city. 

A source told the Arab Times 
that after the departure of lhe 
foreign dignitaries attending 
Zia's funeral, important 
decisions are expected regarding 
the future of the present govern- 
ment and elections scheduled for 
Nov 16. 

Investigation 

• Reuter adds: The mass-cir- 
culation Urdu-language news- 
paper Jang yesterday quoted 
Interior Minister Nasim Ahmed 
as saying: “The crash of 
President Zial-ul-Haq's aircraft 
was definitely sabotage, but the 
investigation is still under way.” 

“It's generally fell that it was 
sabotage,” Gen. Imranullah 
Khan told a reporter shortly 
after the burial. He refused to 
elaborate. 

Neither Pakistani official gave 
a motive or indicated who might 
be responsible for the purported 
sabotage. 

Acting President Ghulam 
Ishaq Khan told a news con- 
ference there was a “strong sus- 
picion of sabotage" about the 
crash. 

He said he had no indication 
yet how Zia's plane could have 
been destroyed and declined to 
speculate on who might be res- 
ponsible. 

But official sources said inves- 
tigators were looking into the 
possibility that 20 crates of man- 
gos taken on board might have 
contained a bomb.

IRA claims responsibility for attack 

Bomb kills 7 British soldiers 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland, 
Aug 20, (UPD: The outlawed 
Irish Republican Army today 
claimed responsibility for a 
bomb attack that killed seven 
British soldiers and injured 29 
others near Dungannon, 56 miles 
west of Belfast. 

The soldiers, all members of 
the 1st Battalion light infantry, 
were reluming by bus to their 
base in Omagh from home leave 
in Britain. 

The IRA in a statement 
released through lhe Republican 
bureau in Belfast said the bomb 
had been packed into a car 
parked at the roadside and con- 
tained 200 pounds of high 
explosives. 

Wreckage 

Seven soldiers were killed and 
27 were wounded, two of them 
critically, the spokesman said. It 
was the single most violent at tack 
on British security forces in Nor- 
thern Ireland since 1985. 

Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher cut short her holiday 
and returned to 10 Downing 
Street in London, saying she was 
"deeply shocked and distressed 
by the news.”

Hundreds die 
in Burundi 
in tribal 
clashes 

NAIROBI. Aug 20, (UPI): Bet- 
ween 600 and 800 people were 
killed in bloody tribal clashes in 
the liny East-Central African 
country of Burundi earlier this 
week, a senior Western diplomat 
in the country's capital of 
Bujumbura said today. 

He said reliable reports from 
the isolated, mountainous north 
of the country indicated the dead 
included an equal number of 
Hutu and Tutsi — the two major 
tribes, which were involved 16 
years ago in brutal clashes that 
left more than 1 00,000 dead. 

"You can get speculations of 
up to 1 , 000 on either side, but the 
people who were involved in the 
body counts — the government 
people — say 300 to 400 were 
killed on each side," the diplomat 
said. 

Emotions 

The source contacted by tele- 
phone from Nairobi confirmed 
government claims that calm had 
returned to the country after a 
dusk-to-dawn curfew was 
imposed on Thursday. 

“But emotions are running 
very high," he said, adding that 
many civil servants working in 
the capita] had sent their children 
to the north region for the school 
holidays before the clashes. 
‘"Many were killed,” the 
diplomat said. 

The fighting in the northern 
provinces of Ngozi and Kirundu 
started on Aug 14 and continued 
for at least four days. Diplomats 
and government officials in 
Bujumbura said Hutu tribesmen 
went on the rampage, burning 
Tutsi villages and hacking to 
death men, women and children. 

Members of the minority but 
politically-dominant Tutsi tribe 
responded in an equally bloody 
manner — a grim reminder of a 
brutal tribal slaughter 16 years 
ago. 

After an abortive coup led by 
the majority Hutu tribe in April 
1972 the ruling Tutsi sys- 
tematically eliminated all literate 
Hutu, slaying well over 100,000 
of them, in the largest ethnic mas- 
sacre ever recorded in the history 
of independent Africa. 

Contain 

Sources in Burundi said 
cxclusively-Tulsi crack Army 
troops sent to contain the trouble 
in the past few days were well- 
disciplined. "They showed great 
restraint.” said a senior 
diplomat.

"It was a terrible slaughter,” 
said Patty Brogan, a local 
political leader who said he was 
one of the first to arrive at the 
scene of the explosion. “The bus 
was so mangled, it was a miracle 
anyone survived.” 

Unionist member of parlia- 
ment Ken Maginnis wept as be 
described the scene of the bomb- 
ing. 

Outrage 

"I didn't know who to help 
first," he said. "There were 
bodies all over the place. A sol- 
dier had dragged himself 
through six inches of mud trying 
to get away from the scene. By 
the time I got to him, he had 


crawled into a barn and died over 
bales of straw." 

In Northern Ireland, poli- 
ticians have expressed their 
horror and outrage at the no- 
framing ambush, one calling for 
martial law in the province and 
others demanding selective in ter- 
nment of suspected terrorists. 

Hardline Protestant leader, 
the Rev Ian Paisley, said “the 
governments hands are stained 
with the blood of these young 
soldiers. What must it take for 
the prime minister Lo understand 
that the people behind this 
ou trage know nothing other than 
terrorism. They must be dealt 
with.” 

Stripped 

The IRA statement said, 
“ultimate responsibility for these 
lives rests with Mrs Thatcher, her 
government and previous gover- 
nments, which since 1971 cruelly 
misled the British people into 
believing that the IRA could be 
defeated as a people's Army can 
never be defeated.". 

Rescuers had to drag bodies 
from under (he tangled wreckage 
and bandsmen who were travell- 
ing in coaches behind the bus 
stripped off their uniforms to 


keep the hurt men warm. 

A local doctor worked feveri- 
shly among the wounded, as 
local residents ferried them to 
hospitals in their private cars. 

Another witness, Mr AJan 
Rainey, said. ”1 saw horrible 
things. One body had been blown 
against a telegraph pole. His face 
was unrecognizable. 1 think 
some of the soldiers were 
mutilated by the bomb.” 

Designed 

The IRA statement made no 
reference to its recent upsurge in 
attacks against British troops, 
but security sources in Belfast 
today said they believed the IRA 
campaign was designed to heigh- 
ten public opinion in Britain and 
force the British government to 
withdraw troops from Northern 
Ireland. 

Twenty full-time soldiers have 
been killed in Northern Ireland 
this year, bringing the total of 
regular troops killed in the. 
province to 409 since 1969. 

Nine civilians have died in the 
past week in violence between 
pa ramilitar y groups demanding 
an end to British rule in mainly 
Protestant Northern Ireland and 
militant loyalists.

World's 
oldest man 
turns 111 

SWANSEA, Wales, Aug 20. 
(AP): John Evans, regarded as 
the world's oldest man, 
celebrated his 1 1 1 th birthday 
yesterday with hints for long life 
— don’t smoke, drink or swear, 
but do treat oneself to honey and 
a song. 

Evans, who lives with his 77- 
year-old son and his wife, told the 
British Broadcasting Corp. that 
much of his good health comes 
from a-good diet with plenty of 
vegetables. 

"But some part of it is taking 
hot water in the morning ... 
(with) a small bit of honey. I've 
been doing that since I retired 
and that's going on 38 years 
(ago)." the former miner told 
BBC radio in an interview at his 
home in Forest-Fach near Swan- 
sea in South Wales. 

“Honey is great." said Evans. 
"1 get plenty of that on my birth- 
day." 

Singing helps, too. "I've been 
doing that since I was a little boy. 
Going to Sunday school. I'd sing, 
plenty of it." he said, breaking 
into a Welsh song. 

But Evans, who visited Lon- 
don for the first time last year 
when he turned 110 and had a 
pacemaker fitted when he was 
108, vetoes some things. 

"I say this definitely: no drink 
and no smoking of any kind. And 
no cursing and swearing which is 
disturbing (to) the nerves," he 
said.

Unrest spreads in 
Poland as more 
mines go on strike 


WARSAW. Aug 20, (Reuter): 
Labour unrest by thousands of 
workers demanding recognition 
of the banned Solidarity Trade 
Union spread in Poland today. 

Four more coal mines went on 
strike despite government warn- 
ings that the demand was unreal- 
istic. 

The official news agency PAP 
said workers were on strike at 10 
southern coal mines. Transport 
and port workers were on strike 
in Szczecin, about 400 km (250 
miles) northwest of Warsaw. 

Sinkers say more than 16,000 
workers have downed tools for 
recognition of Solidarity in a 
wave of unrest which began when 
3,000 miners occupied the south- 
ern Manifest Lipcowy Colliery 
on Tuesday. 

Workers are also threatening 
to strike aL the Lenin Shipyard in 
Lhe Baltic port of Gdansk where 
Solidarity was bom. 

The government issued a 
statement on Friday nigh t saying 
demands for recognition of 
Solidarity were unrealistic and 
the strikers' calls for higher pay 
could spell economic min. 

PAP said there were strikes at 
10 mines in the Katowice region 


in southern Poland where mosL 
of the country's coal is produced. 

It reported new strikes at the 
Borynia, ZMP, Knipinski and 
First of May mines. It did not say 
if production had stopped. 

All output had been hailed at 
the six other mines — Manifest 
Lipcowy. Jastrzebie, Moszczen- 
ica, Andaluqa, Thirty Years of 
People’s Poland and Moreinek 
Collieries. 

The miners, and dockers and 
bus and tram drivers in Szczecin, 
are calling for legalisation of free 
trade unions. 

Illegal regional Solidarity 
commissions and the banned 
union's national executive com- 
mission have issued calls for 
workers to support the strikes. 

Solidarity commissions at the 
giant Ursus tractor factory in 
Warsaw and the huge Lenin 
steelworks near the southern city 
of Krakow expressed support for 
the strikers’ demands and their 
readiness to strike if force was 
used to end the unrest. 

Solidarity leader Lech Walesa 
said on Friday that Lenin 
Shipyard workers at Gdansk 
would go on strike if Solidarity 
was not recognised by Monday.

Iranian leaders also said work 
still had lo be done to achieve 
peace and hinted at hard bar- 
gaining when they meet the 
Iraqis at the conference table in 
Geneva in five days' time. 

"There should be no violation 


on the fronts and, God forbid, 
not one unauthorised . bullet • 
should be fired,” Iran's military 
chief, Ali Akbar Hasbemi Raf- 
sanjani, told Tehran Radio. 

“We will abide by the ceasefire 
completely and there will be no 
shooting,” President Ali 
Khamenei told troops on the 
southern front. 

Rafsanjani said peace was not 
yet guaranteed. “We have not 
reached peace yet. We will 
announce it ourselves when we 
have,” he said. 

Iran's chief UN delegate, 
Mohammad Ja'afar Mahaliati, 
told Tehran Radio, that most 
elements of Resolution 598 were 
not open to negotiation and Iran 
expected a quick withdrawal of 
troops. 

He said the forces should 
return to frontiers defined in the 
1975 Algiers accord between 
Iran and Iraq, which Baghdad 
has repudiated. 

Inform 

Mahaliati said the Geneva 
talks were meant only to inform 
UN Secretary- General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar of the two sides' 
views on matters not raised in the 
resolution. Articles like those 
covering the prisoner exchange 
and a blame-fixing inquiry , 
should be implemented indepen- 
dently. 

Perez de Cuellar, iu London 
on his way to Geneva, said today 
he is confident that Iran and Iraq 
will observe the ceasefire. 

“I really think that both coun- 
tries are serious — they are com- 
mitted to the ceasefire,” he told 
reporters in London, where he is 
spending the weekend before fly- 
ing to Geneva to preside at peace 
talks between the two countries.

Mysterious 
sharkwashes 
ashore in 
Australia 

SYDNEY, Ang 20, (AP): A 
shark named “Megamouth," 
with lips that glow in the dark, 
washed ashore off the coast of 
Western Australia and is only the 
third such specimen to be found, 
scientists said today. 

“In this day and age it is q uite a 
remarkable find," said Dr 
Gerald Allen of the fish depart- 
ment of the Western Australia 
museum. “Something like this 
doesn't happen every day." 

The fish, which measured four 
metres and looks like a cross bet- 
ween a whale and a shark, swam 
ashore on Wednesday near the 
resort town of Mandurah. 
Residents pushed it back to sea 
but it beached itself again and 
died. Allen said the Megamouth 
was first discovered in 1976 off 
Hawaii. A second specimen was 
caught in 1984 off the coast of 
southern California. 

“It’s the first time a 
J Megamoutirhas been found in 
the&uthem hemisphere," Allen 
said in a telephone interview with 
the Associated Press. 

Depth 

Allen said the fish lives at 
depth of 200 metres to 1,000 
metres and has bioluuxiuescent 
lips that glow in the dark to 
attract food like jellyfish, plank- 
ton and shrimp.

TAIPEI, Aug 20, (AP): An earth- 
quake centred off the coast of 
eastern Taiwan shook the island 
this morning but there were no 
reports of casualties or damage, 
the Central Weather Bureau 
said. 

The earthquake struck early 
today and registered a ^prelimin- 
ary 6.7 magnitude reading on the 
open-ended Richter scale, the 
bureau reported. The epicentre 
was at sea about 108 kilometres

Dan in eastern Taiwan. 

The tremor was felt in the 
capital where residents reported 
their houses shook violently, the 
bureau said. 

The Richter scale measures 
ground motion as recorded on 
seismographs. Every increase of 
one number means a tenfold 
increase in intensity. 

An earthquake of magnitude 6 
can cause severe damage in a 
populated area.

occupied territories. Palestinian 
sources said the popular commit- 
tee in Nablus called on residents 
to hold general strikes on Thurs- 
day and Friday in the West 
Bank's largest city. 

Conditions 

The committee called the gen- 
eral strike to protest conditions 
at Ketziot detention centre near 
the Egyptian border, the sources 
said. Prisoners and human rights 
activists have called for closure 
of the sprawling, isolated centre 
saying inmates live under 
inhumane conditions. 

Hundreds ofKetziot prisoners 
rioted on Tuesday because of the 
conditions and the recent 
violence in the Gaza Strip. Sol- 
diers opened fire,_ killing two 
inmates and wounding a third. 

On Wednesday, the Inter- 
national Committee of the Red 
Cross condemned conditions at 
Ketziot, where there are more 
than 2.500 Palestinians, most 


Concern rises over 
diseases in Sudan * 


KHARTOUM, Aug 20, (UPI): 
Health officials expressed con- 
cern over an increase in water- 
borne diseases in the Sudanese 
capital, large pans of which are 
still covered in sticky mud more 
than two weeks after torrential 
rains flooded the city. 

An official of the Ministry of 
Health's emergency surveillance 
centre — set up to cope with 
aftermaths of the floods — said 
health clinics in the Omdurman 
suburb of Khartoum reported 
that 41 per cent of children 
treated below the age of five had 
serious diarrhoea. 

The spokesman said typhus 
cases were also being reported 
mainly from the worst-hit areas 
of the city which are still under 
several feet of mud and water. 

The official said malaria was 
increasing in the wake of the Aug 
4 torrential rains which caused 
the worst-ever floods in Khar- 
toum and other parts of the 
country. 

In Washington, the US 
Agency fbr International 


Development, in a situation 
report on flood-ravaged Sudan, 
said the death toll is reared to be 
in the hundreds and at least 1.5 
million people are affected. 

The heavy rains, according to 
the AID report, have destroyed 
or damaged hundreds of 
thousands of homes. 

Hydro-electric turbines, tele- 
phone lines, roads and city water 
systems have suffered serious 
damage from the heavy rains 
which began on Aug 4 in east- 
central Sudan. 

Relief 

The international community 
has provided over $1 i million in 
emer ge ncy aid for the Sudan in 
response to floods that have left 
1 .5 million persons homeless and 
hundreds dead, US officials said 
on Friday. 

Saudi- Arabia so far has been 
the single biggest donor with a 
contribution of S8 million, the 
US Agency for International 
Development (AID) said in a 
report.

President 
of Palau 
shot dead 

AGAN A, Guam. Aug 20. (UPI): 
President Lazarus Salii of the 
mid-Pacific island Republic of 
Palau was shot and killed today 
in what US officials said 
appeared to have been a suicide. 

The chief of police of the Palau 
capital of Koror, reached by tele- 
phone from G uam, said Salii was 
shot once in the head in the living 
room of his home, and no 
assailant had been arrested. 

Salii, the second chief 
executive of Palau to die of gun- 
shot wounds in three years, was 
immediately replaced by Vice- 
President Thomas Ramengesall, 
who declared a state of emer- 
gency, said Palauans in Guam. 

In Washington, US Defence 
Department spokesman Michael 
Stepp said a message to the Pen- 
tagon from the US mission in 
Palau, located about 1,290 km 
southwest -of the US Pacific 
Commonwealth of Guam, con- 
firmed that the President had 
been shot in the head, but called 
his death an “apparent suicide." 


PLO expects 
Palestinian 
state in 
early 1990s 

CAIRO. Aug 20. (Reuter): A 
Senior aide to Palestine Libera- 
tion Organisation (PLO) leader 
Y asser Arafat said lost night that 
the movement expected Palestin- 
ians to have their own slate in 
Israeli-occupied territory in the 
early 1990s. 

Hani A1 Hassan, Arafat's top 
political adviser, said on Egyp- 
tian state television that the 
Palestine National Council 
(PNC). the Palestinian 
parliament in exile, would meet 
in the second half of September 
to recommend the establishment 
of a provisional government. 

“When we started the revolu- 
tion we spoke of a struggle to last 
for 30 to 40 years. Now we are 
talking about a stage which will, 
God willing, bear fruit early in 
the 1990s. within three or four 
years," Hassan said. 

He said the PLO preferred to 
use the term “a provisional 
government” rather than a 
government -in-exile as Palestin- 
ians under Israeli occupation 
were pressing for a declaration of 
independence. 

Independence 

“As the sole legitimate 
representative of the Palestin- 
ians. the PLO believes that the 
lime is ripe to declare national 
independence which will be done 
by our people in the occupied 
territories.' 1 said Hassan. 

“The PNC will approve the 
formation of a provisional 
government," he added. Algeria 
had agreed to host the meeting. 

Hassan was a member of a 
high-level PLO delegation that 
held discussions with Egyptian 
President Hosni Mubarak and 
other officials this week follow- 
ing Jordan's decision to hand 
over responsibility for the 
Israeli-occupied West Bank to 
the PLO last month. 

Hassan said the PLO expecLed 
Egypt, Saudi Arabia and Iraq to 
play a major role in exercising 
pressure on the United States to 
avoid a United Nation* Security 
Council veto blocking a Palestin- 
ian government in exile from 
joining the world organisation. 

Meanwhile, former US 
President Jimmy Carter held 
talks in Cairo with a senior PLO 
official.

BAHRAIN, Aug 20, (Reuter): 
King Fahd of Saudi Arabia will 
visit Cairo at the invitation or 
Egyptian President Hosni 
M ubarak at a date yet to be fixed, 
the official Saudi Press Agency 
reported.

You only had to go to a 
cemetery and see the black-robed 
women weeping for their loved 
ones to realise the tragedies the 
war was causing for families 
across the land. 

Blackout 

But somehow, Tehran seemed 
a long way from the war. 

For the young zealots in their 
beards and combat fatigues it 
was a different matter. They were - 
the shock troops of Ayatollah 
Khomeini’s revolution. 

A blackout was imposed, and 
bands of Revolutionary Guards 
roamed the streets at night, stop- 
ping anyone out after dark. 


As it became clear the war 
would not end quickly, Iranian 
middle classes, having suffered 
most from the revolution, raged 
more furiously against the 
mullahs (clergymen). 

Since the Islamic revolution 
swept Iran in February 1979, the 
Iranians' had seen almost every- 
thing. 

Gunfire, explosions and mas- 
sive demonstrations were a 
frequent occurrence. Arrests and 
executions of the ousted Shah’s 
officials and many other people 
were commonplace. 

Inquired 

Radical Muslim students had 
seized- t he U S embassy, and were 
holding nrortihan 50 Americah 
staff hostage. 

“How long do you think the 
war will last?” Iranians inquired 
anxiously of the few foreigners 
still around. 

Few would have believed if 
anyone answered "eight years.” 


Air raid brought war home to Baghdad 


BAGHDAD, Aug 20, (Reuter): 
The sun was setting when scores 
of Iranian jets screamed out of 
the sky dropping bombs. 

Cars screeched to a halt in the 
middle of the road an panicky 
drivers and pedestrians dived for 
cover. 

It was Sept 23, 1980. War had 
come lo the Iraqi capital. 

“Jesus Christ, it’s a war. Jesus 
Christ, it’s horrible," said a 
Dutch journalist standing at the 
office window with two Iraqi 
colleagues, both now prisoners 
in Iran. 

Communique 

The previous day the Iraqi 
High Command had issued war 
communique number one. It 
announced that the air force had 
hit 10 Iranian ports and airports 
and ground forces had punched 
into Iranian territory on two 
fronts in the south and' west. 

Iraqis never dreamed the fight- 
ing would last nearly eight years. 

Many thought it would be over 
in a week. 


Airliner disaster 


Some believed the Iraqi attack 
would encourage Iranian Army 
officers still loyal to the ousted 
Shah to join other dissidents and 
topple Ayatollah Khomeini's 
fundamentalist revolution. 

Instead 2,887 days went by 
before a ceasefire and the Iraqi 
High Command issued its last 
war communique — number 
3,287. 

Streets were still crowded on 
that September day when the 
Iranian warplanes swooped out 
of the darkening sky. 

Circled 

The pilots circled- and dived 
repeatedly aL the presidential 
palace of Saddam Hussein 
through a deadly curtain of anti- 
aircraft fire. 

The Iraqi gunners poured 
bullets and Soviet-made Sam 
missiles into the sky, throwing 
the Iranians off their targeL 

Bombs fell wide and some 
pilots dropped Lheir loads in the 
outskirts of Baghdad as they tur- 
ned frustrated for home. 


Explosions lit the sky, but it 
could not be told if they were 
direct hits on Iranian planes or 
missile blasts that missed their 
targets. No Iraqi jets engaged the 
attackers. 

Some pilots bailed out and 
were captured by residents, who 
chased Lheir drifting parachutes. 

Border skirmishes in the first 
three weeks of September had 
kept tension high even before 
Iraqi forces pushed into Iran. 

But the air raid brought the 
war home to the people of Bagh- 
dad for the first time. 

Darkness 

An hour after the Iranian jets 
departed, the city was plunged in 
darkness. The streets were 
empty. Lights were doused and 
people drew thick cu rtains across 
their windows. 

The nightly blackouts Lasted 
several months until Iranian air 
raids became rarer. None of the 
subsequent plane attacks 
approached the intensity of that 
first startling battle. 


Tehran rejects US claim that Iran at fault 


UNITED NATIONS. Aug 20. 
(AP): Iran rejected American 
claims yesterday that Tehran 
shared responsibility for the des- 
truction of an Iranian jetliner by 
the US Navy, saying the Navy’s 
presence in the Gulf was to 
blame. 

“Our civil airliner was using an 
internationally recognised air 
corridor, used five times a week 
by the same captain," Iranian 
Ambassador Mohammad 
Ja'afar Mahallati told reporters. 

Misinterpreted 

During a naval skirmish with 
Iranian gunboats on July 3. US 
officials said the crew of ihe USS 
Vincennes misinterpreted radar 
and electronic signals from the 
civilian airliner and shot it down, 
killing 290 people aboard. 

A US Defence Department 
investigation released yesterday 
blamed human error by the crew; 
but Defence Secretary Frank 
Carlucci said Iran bore a heavy 
responsibility for letting the 
plane fly over a naval battle. 

The report showed several of 
the crew’s assumptions about the 


approaching flight were wrong: 

• The flight was within 
civilian air corridors, not of 
course; 

• It was not descending 
toward the Vincennes on an 
attack course, but rising; 

• Theflightdidnot transmit a 
radio signal identifying it as a 
military aircraft. 

US officials said the crew 
thought the flight was an approa- 
ching Iranian warplane. 

Critical 

Mahallati was scathingly 
critical of those mistaken early 
assumptions, which the Defence 
Department made public right 
after the disaster. 

“In the view of the American 
administration, when such 
incidents take place at the price 
of the lives of 290 people, first 
you cannot provide the 
American people with facts,” he 
said. “It is better to forge infor- 
mation, to misinform them than 
to keep quiet and wait until 
thefacts come out." 

The Iranian envoy said the US 
Navy presence was to blame. 


“One should conclude that the 
mere presence of such highly 
dangerous equipment which 
cannot be controlled even by 
trained American personnel, is 
the source of tension,” he said. 
“By itself it can cause miseries, 
one after the other.” 

He called for the US fleet to 
pull out of the Gulf, saying a 
ceasefire between Iran and Iraq 
makes its presence unnecessary. 

Mahallati also called on 
America lo pay reparations to 
Iran for the loss of the plane and 
its passengers and crew, and to 
issue a formal apology. 

Regrets 

President Ronald Reagan sent 
America's regrets, and the 
United States accepted respon- 
sibility for shooting down the 
plane. But the United Stales 
blames Iran for sending the flight 
over a combat zone, and has not 
apologised. 

Reagan has approved the 
payment of damages directly to 
the families of the victims, but 
not reparations to Iran, or any 
payment that Tehran's govern- 
ment would receive.

Chi said China was eager to 
take part in Iran's post-war 
reconstruction, IRNA reported. 

Issues 

The . Chinese diplomat said 
Chi’s two-day visit to Baghdad 
would cover more pdfitibdl tsShes 
than commercial ones. 

Chi is due to fly to Hungary 
after his talks in Baghdad on a 
tour of East European countries, 
the diplomat said. 

China has been officially 
neutral in the Gulf war. 


Arab League team 
to visit China 


DEPUTY Premier and Foreign 
Minister Sheikh Sabah Al 
Ahmed said yesterday that a visit 
to China next Monday by the' 
Arab League committee assig- 
ned to monitor developments in 
the Iraq-lnan war is in line with 
nature of the committee's assign- 
ment and within efforts to boost 
peace in the region. 

Sheikh Sabah told reporters 
that the seven-man committee 
will try to promote peace bet- 
ween the two Gulf neighbours. 
The ceasefire between them 
officially .went into effect early 
yesterday. 

The chief diplomat expressed 
hopes that the two countries will 
solve their problems peacefully 


in a just and comprehensive man- 
ner that ensures their interests 
and boosts security and stability 
in the region. 

Such a settlement will reac- 
tivate the development process 
and initiate reconstruction, he 
said. 

Sheikh Sabah will head the 
delegation that will also include 
Iraqi State Minister for Foreign 
Affairs Dr Saadoun Hammadi. 

Sheikh -Sabah and Dr Ham- 
madi visited Moscow on Aug 10- 
11 to discuss developments in the 
Gulf region. Other committee 
members toured the remaining 
capitals of the permanent UN 
Security Council countries, 
namely London, Paris and 
Washington. 


Doctor denies allegations 
against Farwaniya Hospital 


CLAIMS of poor health care at 
Farwaniya Hospital are not true, 
according to Dr Sami Matar, 
director of the Farwaniya health 
area. 

The director also denied 
accusations that there are too 
many Caesarean births at the 
hospital. He said the number of 
Caesarean sections performed 
are within normal averages. 

Serves 

The Farwaniya health area 
serves about 420,000 people and 
has fewer health centres than 
other areas. Every health centre 
in the Farwaniya area serves 
about 40,000 people, while 
health centres in other areas 
serve an average of 25,000 peo- 
ple, the director said. 

Farwaniya Hospital is also 
faced with an inadequate num- 
ber of beds. Dr Matar said. The 
hospital's 520 beds are not 
enough to serve the area, and the 
shortage is the worst in the obs- 
tetric and paediatric wards, the 
director said. 

However, the Ministry of 
Public Heahh plans to expand 
the obstetric and gynaecology 
climes at the hospital, the doctor 
said. 

Plans are also underway to 
reorganise and retrain medical 
staff in the Farwaniya health 
area, he said. 


The emergency section at the 
Farwaniya Hospital treats 70 to 
100 patients each day after mid- 
night, the director sard. 

Some patients do not visit their 
health centres during the day and 
instead go to the hospital's emer- 
gency section for treatment, he 
said. 

Fishing in 
Gulf waters 

RESEARCH authorities 
involved in fish wealth affairs in 
the Gulf are hoping that the fish- 
ing industry will improve in light 
of the ceasefire which officially 
started yesterday. 

During -the war, Kuwaiti 
fishermen could not work in 
areas which are popular for the 
fishing of zobaidi, ham our and 
shahamiya.

A KUWAITI daily newspaper said Ihe ceasefire which began 
yesterday between Iran and Iraq will mark the onset of red and 
permanent peace.

interest to establish peace.

Zia’s death may delay

Pakistan suspects 
foreign agents 


By Oliver Wales 


ISLAMABAD. (Reuter): Is- 
lamabad is buzzing with theories 
as to who might have murdered 
Pakistani President Mohammad 
Zia-ul-Haq if, as widely suspec- 
ted, the plane crash which killed 
him was no accident. 

"Zia had so many enemies it 
could have been any one of 
dozens of groups,” a Western 
analyst commented. 

Pakistani officials strongly 
suspect foreign agents. “It cer- 
tainly was a foreign hand,” a 
senior official close to the 
military establishment said. 

No one is willing to be quoted, 
but many point the finger at 
Afghanistan, whose Soviet- 
backed government has reason 
to loath Zia because of his steady 
support for guerrillas dedicated 
to overthrowing President 
Najibullah in Kabul. 

Western diplomats believe an 
internal Pakistani plot is more 
likely. Zia, who seized power in 
1977. aroused strong passions 
among his countrymen, from 
fervent support to biLter hatred. 
Crashed 

Zia's military transport plane 
crashed on Wednesday shortly 
after takeoffTrom Bahawalpur in 
the Punjab plains, where he had 
been visiting troops. Local peo- 
ple reported seeing an explosion 
on board. 

Eight US experts have been 
called in to help an Air Force 
investigation team but Pakistani 
officials expect no conclusions 
about what caused the crash for 
several days. 

The Pakistanis, while not rul- 


ing out an accident despite the 
:Iia 


reliable reputation of the sturdy 
C- 1 30, suspect the plane was 
blown up by a bomb or shot 
down by a missile. 

Planting a bomb on board 
would require breaching the 
tight security surrounding the 
military president’s plane. A mis- 
sile attack would need a sophis- 
ticated weapon and getting an 
agent into a good firing position. 

Either would mean advance 
knowledge of Zia’s unpublished 
movements and an efficient 


organisation with expertise and 
jfficu 


sufficient means. 

Western diplomats said while 
the Soviet KGB Security Service 
might have the capacity it was 
highly unlikely the Kremlin 
would be involved in such a ploL 
But an operation by the 


Soviet-trained Afghan secret 
service Khad, acting indepen- 
dently of Moscow, was a dif- 
ferent matter. 

Zia had provided the anti- 
communist rebels with large 
amounts of weapons, a haven for 
their bases, and political support 
for at least eight years. 

The government of Najib- 
ullah, a former Khad chief, has 
blamed Pakistani and Western 
support for the rebels for its 
failure to win the bloody 
guerrilla war. 

A senior Pakistani official 
pointed to recent statements by 
Soviet and Afghan authorities, 
warning of unspecified action 
unless Pakistan changed its tune. 

But Afghan Charge d’ Affaires 
Qudrutuilah Ahmad i dismissed 
any suggestion of Afghan 
involvement, saying Pakistan 
blamed Kabul for “everything.” 

Zia was also unpopular in Pak- 
istan's eastern neighbour India. 
The two nations have fought 
three wars in 41 years and the 
smiling general was seen in New 
Delhi as a schemer who 
encouraged Sikh separatists and 
could not be trusted. 

But neither Pakistani nor 
foreign analysts saw much 
advantage to India from remov- 
ing Zia. 

Another group named by 
diplomats was Palestinian com- 
mandos. Five Palestinians are in 
a Pakistani jail under death sen- 
tence for the 1986 hijacking of a 
US airliner at Karachi. 

Zia's most prominent enemy 
on the domestic front was Ben- 
azir Bhutto. Zia overthrew her 
father. Prime Minister Zulfikar 
All Bhutto, in 1977 and presided 
over his execution on disputed 
murder conspiracy charges two 
years later. 

The Bhuttos arouse almost 
hysterical passions among their 
supporters and hatred of Zia ran 
deep in their People’s Party. 

But the small guerrilla group it 
spawned, A1 Zilfikar, once leoby 
Benazir’s brother, has not been 
active in years. 

In recent months reports 
surfaced in the Pakistani press of 
discontent among officers after 
defeats in dashes with India over 
a disputed Himalayan glader 
and the explosion of a weapons 
dump between Rawalpindi and 
Islamabad in which more than 
100 people were killed. 

“The list (of Zia’s enemies) is 
pretty long," a diplomat com- 
mented. 


Brezhnev doctrine 
seen as weakened

LONDON, (Reuter): Officially 
it never existed, yet it struck fear 
into the hearts of millions of East. 
Europeans. Now many people 
•think it's dead or dying. What is 
it? 

It’s the Brezhnev doctrine, the 
theory of “limited sovereignty" 
of communist countries that was 
used to justify the Warsaw Pact 
invasion of Czechoslovakia 20 
years ago thus weekend. 

The Soviet Union, under then 
Communist Party chief Leonid 
Brezhnev. organised the 
invasion to stop the liberal 
political and economic reforms 
of the Czechoslovak leadership 
under Alexander Dubcek. 

Nowadays, with Mikhail Gor- 
bachev's Soviet LInion setting 
the pace for similar reforms, 
including loosening up the cen- 
trally planned economy and 
limited democrutisation of 
political life, most analysts think 
Moscow’s reaction would be dif- 
ferent. 

Alex Pravda of London’s 
Royal Institute of International 
Affairs, says the Brezhnev doc- 
trine has "been weakened a great 
deal.” 

Given the same situation in 
Czechoslovakia today. “1 don’t 
think (the Russians) would do 
anything. I think they’d be quite 
happy with that," he said. 

This is not to say the Kremlin's 
East European allies are free to 
do anything they like. But, 
experts say. Moscow would have 
to see a real threat lo its security 
to justify so grave a step as a 
military intervention. 

The Brezhnev doctrine, a term 
coined in the West, broadly 

suited that one socialist country 
had a right to intervene in 
another if the continuance of 
socialism was threatened. 

As the Soviet Communist 


Party daily Pravda pul it on Sept 
II, 1968: “The sovereignty of 
each socialist counUy cannot be 
set up in opposition to the 
interests of the socialist world 
and the interests of the world 
revolutionary movement." 

Brezhnev himself told the fifth 
Congress of the Polish Commun- 
ist Party in November: 

"When socialism in (a com- 
munist) country and the socialist 
community as a whole are 
threatened it becomes not only a 
problem of the people of the 
country concerned, but a com- 
mon problem and concern of all 
socialist countries." 

Rule 


Soviet officials say privately 
cn views 


today that while such views 
represented a broad rule of 
thumb at the time, they were 
never included in official com- 
munist writ. 

One veteran Soviet commen- 
tator, who asked not to be 
named, said it was nol so much a 
doctrine, "it was rather a state of 
mind, that then took concrete 
form.” 

The 1 i ne now, sla led by Gorba- 
chev when he visited Yugoslavia 
last March, is that all communist 
parties are free to choose their 
own paths. Moscow was forced 
to concede this point as long ago 
as 1976, at a conference of 
European communist parlies. 

But does this mean the end of 
the Brezhnev doctrine? Gorba- 
chev evaded the question when 
Polish intellectuals put it to him 
during his visit to Poland last 
month. 

One reason is that, despite the 
current denigration in the Soviet 
Union of Brezhnev’s rule. 
Kremlin leaders still cannot say 
the invasion of Czechoslovakia 
was wrong. 

To do so would undercut the 
present generation of leaders in 
Prague, who supplanted Dubcek 
and his team. 


Final six months of presidency 


White House works to keep Reagan in the limelight

WASHINGTON: The White 
House is working on a political 
strategy that will keep Ronald 
Reagan active and in the 
limelight in the final six months 
of his presidency. But Reagan 
advisers acknowledge they face 
problems that inhibit their objec- 
tive: 

• Congress focus is on the 
presidential nice. 

• The political baton is pass- 
ing lo George Bush. 

• Legislative battles loom in 
the fall. 

“That all puls constraints on 
things, but we think Ronald 


Reagan can go out with a cap to

his presidency instead of just I 
ing away,’’ says Richard Wirth- 
lin. the President's pollster and 
one of a group of intimate 
Reagan advisers plotting the 
scenario for the last six months. 

High on the Reagan agenda 
will be campaigning for Vice- 
President Bush and the GOP. 
The President, whose job 
approval ratings remains high. 


has already done considerable 
fund-raising for the party. Once 
Congress is in summer recess, 
says aides, Reagan will go out on 
the hustings two days a week. 

“I’ve never known him so anx- 
ious to campaign for anyone at 
any time." says Wir thlin . “He 
wants to get involved.” 

Independent 

What Reagan does and says 
on the campaign trail is not a 
black-and-white matter, 
however. Vice-President Bush is 
cautiously trying to carve out an 
independent stance without los- 
ing me political advantage that 
accrues from his association with 
the Reagan administration. 
Reagan’s role must therefore be 
supportive but not dominating. 

As Democratic nominee 
Michael Dukakis blasts away at 
the administration, aides say, the 
President's primary task will be 
one of “keeping the record 
straight" on such issues as econ- 
omic growth, job creation, and 
improve superpower relations. 
Wirthlin, who has conducted 
public-opinion pods for Reagan*- 
since 1980, says the President’s

Iranians still waiting for 
their leaders’ explanations

TEHRAN, (AP): A month after 
their revolutionary leaders 
accepted United Nations 
ceasefire resolution 598, Iranians 
are still waiting for an explana- 
tion of their country's stunning 
about-face in the eight-year-old 
war with Iraq. 

Why didn’t Iran agree lo a 
ceasefire years ago, after its 


troops had pushed the Iraqi 
aflt 


invaders out oflranian territory? 

Was there a secret deal behind 
the sudden shift? 

Why were many lives wasted? 

The war is estimated to have 
claimed 1.5 million dead and 
wounded in both countries. 

“Now is not the right time to 
ask questions.” Ayatollah 
Khomeini pleaded in a July 20 
message. He said he was accept- 
ing the ceasefire resolution, even 
though doing so was “deadlv r 
than taking poison," to him. 

The country's No I political 
figure, parliament speaker Ali 

Akbar Has hem i Rafs an j an i. also 
urged Iranians not to ask "the 
whys and wherefores” because 
such questions could stir “anx- 
iety. turmoil, and disorder." 

Declarations 

Iranian media are churning 
out daily declarations of 
allegiance lo the Imam. 
Khomeini's religious title, 

repealing he-knows-best lines 
designed to discourage debate. 

But there have been official 
admissions of angry reactions 
among families of “martyrs," 
people killed in the war, who 
apparently felt the sacrifice was 
meaningless without final vic- 
tory.

“Life will become easier now," 
is an often-heard phrase in 
private conversations. Hopes 
have been fueled by sharp drops 
in the prices of some consumer 
durables, including TV sets and 


freezers. 

The decline was due to a spec- 
tacular drop in the black market 
value of the dollar since the UN 
resolution was accepted. Traders 
seemed to expect the decision to 
trigger a massive inflow of 
dollars from foreigners and 
returning expatriates. 

Losses 

Many hoarders, who had 
speculated on continuing war 
and increasing scarcity of 
dollars, were caught by surprise 
and suffered huge losses. 
Reports of a siring of suicides 
prompted a Tehran newspaper 
to suggest ironically that a plot in 
the city’s main cemetery be 
named “598” after thenumberor 
the resolution. 

“Most people now seem to 
expect an instant boom," said a 
Western diplomat who declined 
to be named. But the Iranian 
leadership has begun bracing the 
people for more bad news. 

“It is a disaster to assume that 
the end of the war means well- 
being and consumption and that 
foreign companies will arrive lo 
bring with them things we will 
enjoy," Internal Security Mini- 
ster Muhammad Muharamadi 
Reyshahri warned at a Tehran 
prayer service. 

'This would mean an end to 
the revolution, not to the war. 
Frugality and low consumption 
should become our chosen life- 
style." 

So far, food prices on the open 
market have not come down. 
Rationed meat — at 750 rials 
(officially about $1.10) per 
kilogramme ( 50 cents per pound ) 
— is often not available outside 
Tehran, said the German-born 
wife of an Iranian. 

“i am forced to buy on the 
open market, where l have to pay 
at least four times as much,” she 
said. 

A worker’s average monthly 
pay of 40,000 rials (officially 
about $600) is barely enough to 
buy 40 packs of American 
cigarettes, sold by boys to drivers 
stuck in perennial traffic jams. 

Some people believe that the 
watchdog "komitehs” (commit- 
tees), set up to ensure observance 
of Islamic morals, will become 


active again after a 
relative lull during the latest war 
of the cities. 

“They are again looking for 
women wearing make-up or let- 
ting hair peek out from under 
their headscarves,” said an Eng- 
lish-speaking Iranian woman. 
Offenders of the women's wear 
code may draw heavy fines. A 
European businessman reported 
that komiteb members had 
seized his private stock of wine. 

Trade m ail things Western 
continues to flourish, with a cas- 
sette by pop star Madonna carry- 
ing a reported tag of 5,000 rials 
(about $ 75). Islam bars “arous- 
ing and erotic music” and the 
tread has already armed fun- 
damentalists. 

“A permissive mentality has 
become rampant,” said a 
reader's letter published in the 


morning newspaper Jotnhuri 
folio 


Islami. “Youths follow Western 
patterns, have particular hair- 
cuts. The way things are becom- 
ing unchaste, we could be sure 
that the situation will go out of 
control,’’ warned the anon- 
ymous writer, using only the sig- 
nature -of a “combaLtant from 

Manzandaran.” 

Jobless 

The number of jobless in Iran 
is estimated by diplomatic sour- 
ces at four milhoiL or one quarter 
of the total work force. Unem- 
ployment is expected to go down 
now as the government sub- 
sidizes reconstruction of small 
and medium-sized housing units 
damaged during the war. 

A diplomatic source said 
many people who fied to the 
capital during the war may 
decide now to return to their 
homes. 

But with a population growth 
rate of about 3.5 per cent per year 
despite the war — one of the 
world's highest — such relief 
may not be likely to last. The 
leadership, which kept encourag- 
ing the trend toward bigger 
families until last year, seems Lo 
have had second thoughts. 

“Birth control pills are now 
normally readily available in 
pharmacies and don't cost more 
than aspirin,” said the wife of an 
Iranian businessman. 



and the consequences of a wrong 
choice."

Besides planning campaign 
strategy, Wiile House chief of 
staff Kenneth Duberstein and 
other top aides are also working 
out presidential strategy on leg- 
islative issues.

A veto, 
their argument is, would give 
Governor Dukakis political 
ammunition; the Democratic 
nominee is already charging the 
Republicans with a callous 
attitude toward workers. 

The defence authorisation bill 


confronts ihe President with 
another critical choice. Senate 
minority leader Bob Dole and 
other Republican congressional 
leaders urged Reagan to veto the 
bill in order to be able to accuse 
the Democrats of being soft on 
defence. But some Republicans, 
including administration off- 
icials. voice concern that a veto 
might lead to an even worse bill. 

Reagan is unhappy with the 
defence measure because it 
reduces spending on his"Star 
Wars" programme, or Strategic 
Defence Initiative, and because it 
contains provisions which he 
believes would erode the power 
of the presidency. 

Completion 

Recognising that no time is left 
for new initiatives. Reagan’s top 
officials say that the White 
House is now looking to round 
out the eight-year administra- 
tion with a sense of completion 
and accomplishment. "We're 
switching gears legislatively," a 
political aide says. "We can put a 
good cap on these eight years — 
there are some things that hang 


in the balance." 

Making sure Congress sticks 
to the budget agreement and gns 
the deficit down is a major 
priority. While House officials 
say. The President will also con- 
tinue to, work with the Soviets 
“up to the last minute” to try t 0 
complete a strategic arms reduc- 
tion agreement. And he is con- 
sidering another request for aid 
for the Nicaraguan Contra 
rebels. 

“The President's concerned 
about the deterioration of the 
situation in Nicaragua," ofm 
aide says. “We will not fold our 
tent." * 

Welfare reform is also on the 
docket. The President objects to 
the welfare bills in the House and 
Senate, and efforts will be made 
to come up with an acceptable 
package. Last, aides say, the 
While House could like (he 
Democrats to join in a bipartisan 
panel on drugs — an issue on 
which Dukakis has been ham- 
mering the administration.

Time for policy review 


Thatcher changes pace and scene

LONDON, (Reuter): Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher 
refused to answer a reporter's 
question about Iran, turned on 
her heel and began her brief 
annual break with the words “I 
am so sorry, goodbye". 

She had been posing atop a 
windswept cliff in Britain's 
southwestern area of Cornwall 
for a photo-session at the start of 
a rural retreat due to last seven to 
1 0 days from last weekend. 

It was the fifth year in a row 
that Thatcher had borrowed a 
Cornish farmhouse from a for- 
mer aide for a mid-August 
change of pace and scene desig- 
ned more to cater for husband 
Denis' golf than her own 
interests.

The Daily Mail's claim 
that Goldman himself “intervi- 
ewed 1,200 people during six 
years of research" may be a bit 
on the optimistic side, but there 
is no doubt that the 60-year-old 
former professor of English at 
Columbia University spreads 
his net wide. 

Refused 

Qui le wha t he ca tches m ay be 
another matter. Those who 
refused to speak to him or his 
emissaries included all three 
fellow former Beatles and both 
Lennon's wives, Cynthia 
Powell and Yoko Ono “Cyn- 
thia didn't talk to Albert Gold- 
man, even though he pursued 
her for five years, because of 
what he did to Presley,” her 
agent said yesterday. “She 
thinks he's a character assas- 
sin.” 

Of course, minor figures — 


such as the New York neigh- 
bour, the former Liverpool pop 
singer and the “errand boy” 
who appear to be among Gold- 
man's sources — can provide 
recollections as illuminating as 
those of international stars. 

On the other hand, the bit- 
part players may be less than 
anxious to play down their own 
roles. 

One early friend of Lennon 
who changed his mind about 
participating was Joe Flannery, 
who was in vi ted for a drink by a 


local journalist, “I thought 1 
was being interviewed, for a 
Liverpool paper,” he says. 
“Then, when the questions 
started getting deeper, I found 
out what was going on. I told 
him that if he was trying to 
scrape the bottom of the barrel, 
he was talking to the wrong 
man. I walked out.”

Goldman characterised Len- 
non as. yes, a pill-popping 
pervert who lay in bed all day 
attempting to stave ofT com- 
plete physical and mental 
breakdown. 

In Lennon’s final years, we 
learnt, he turned into a Howard 
Hughes-like figure, bathing a 


dozen times a day. He avoided 
physical contact. His eyes were 
railing — to such a degree that 
he failed to notice Yoko One’s 
55,O0O-a-week heroin habit. He 
kept a collection of pornogra- 
phic books close to her Shinto 
shrine. 


Some of this has an oddly 
familiar ring. Sure enough, in a 
prefatory interview with the 
Daily Mail Goldman claimed 
to have identified “dismuyi ’?

and Presley. “It makes one 
wonder whether there is an 
archetypal image that is the 
essence of rock.”

THE controversial book, 
which paints John Lennon as 
an anorexic, drug-crazed wimp 
dominated by Yoko, has devas- 
tated nobody more than Julian, 
his 25-year-old son by his first 
marriage. 

Julian, who has been in Los 
Angeles recording a new 
album, exploded into a weep- 
ing rage when he read the 
allegations that have stunned 
Beatles fans the world over. 

Furiously he hurled a copy of 
a U.S. magayiwft, which is publ- 
ishing extracts from the book, 
against a wall. He then ripped 
all 98 pages of the magazine to 
shreds. 

In a bitter outburst he told 
'studio bosses Goldman was a 
“muck-raking pig” who would 
be made to pay in court. 

A studio source said: “You 
could see the tears weUing upas 
Julian read the article. Then he 
just exploded — sweating like a 
squaddie. 

“Julian swore vengeance. He 


was screaming over and over 
again: The pig! The pig! Gold- 
man has violated the memory 
of my father.' 

“Then he jusL burst com- 
pletely into tears.” 

The dossier that Yoko and 
Julian have been preparing as 
the basis of their lawsuit against 
author Goldman aims to shoot 
down his claims “point by 
point”. 

One claim made by Goldman 
is that John Lennon's widow 
Yoko Ono secretly married her 
boyfriend Sam Havidtoy, six 
months after the singer died. 

Goldman says Yoko and 
Sam slipped behind the Iron 
Curtain to wed in the romantic 
old Hungarian city of 
Budapest. There, they felt sure, 
they could keep their love 
match a secret. 

Yoko was petrified that tie- 
ing the knot after Lennon's 
death would bring a torrent of 
abuse from millions of Beaties 
fans. 

Sam met Yoko when she and 
Lennon commissioned him to 
redesign their New York apart- 


ment. The marriage was 
already crumbling. The couple 
were living in separate wings of 
their luxury home. 

And Yoko turned to be spec- 
tacled, gentle Sam for friend- 
ship and advice. 

But after Lennon's death 
Sam moved in to care for griev- 
ingYoko and her son Sean. 

They still live at the apart- 
ment together. 

Rumours of their marriage 
had been circulating in 
America for some time. But the 
book is the first “official” 
claim. 

Denies 

Yoko’s New York spokes- 
man Elliot Mimz denies the 
story completely. “She never 
remarried.” he said. 

Goldman says he and a team 
of researchers interviewed 
1,200 people over six years. 

But he never interviewed 
Yoko. says Mintz. And she and 
Julian Lenon have already 
compiled a dossier which they 
believe will destroy the vicious 
scribblingS- 


The allegations that most 
upset Yoko are that John was a 
slave to heroin and was to 
blame for her slipping into a 
£3.000 a week habit. 

Another of Yoko’s aides 
said: “We have hundreds of 
pictures of John’s last weeks — 
video footage, films. 

“They destroy the myth that 
he lived like a hermit and 
anorexia left him looking like a 
bag of bones. 

“It’s all trash.” 

Ringo Starr refuses to read 
the book. A spokesman for him 
said: “The claims that John had 
a homosexual affair with the 
Beaties' manager Brian Epstein 
are nonsense. 

“If John had been gay he 
would have openly admitted 
it.” 

One of Lennon’s friends, 
U.S. rock journalist Chet 
Filippo, believes John may 
have had a “fling” with Eps- 
tein. “But to say he was gay is 
ridiculous. 

“His love for women is legen- 
dary. Anyone who knows his 
songs can see that.”

Radio, TV

Captured Filipino fishermen return home 


THE 48 Filipino fishermen in Kola Kinabalu jail who were 
ordered released by the Malaysian court after the government 
prosecution panel dropped its appeal were fetched by the 
Philippine Air Force plane last week. 

The three fishing vessels— Jasmin, -Ranger 16 and Ranger 17 
which were impounded — were also released. 

Malaysian authorities said they would also remit SI 7,500 in 
sales proceeds from the fish caught by the fishermen and sold at 
public auction. 

Foreign Affairs Secretary Raul Manglapus said the overseas 
telephone conversation between President Aquino and 
Malaysian Prime Minister Mohammed Mahathir had 
facilitated the release of the fishermen. 

Manglapus also said that Malaysia has hinted their intention 
to resolve Lhe issue of their maritime boundaries with the 
Philippines. 

However, Manglapus said, tackling the border dispute was 
not simple.

Poisoned 
fish kill 
60 people 
in Sulu

ZAMBOANGA CITY: Sixty 
persons have died of fish poison- 
ing since the start of this month in 
the coastal villages of Patikul. 
Sulu, the 3rd Coast Guard Dis- 
trict Command here said yester- 
day. 

Capt Salvador Peran said that 
one family in Liang village, 
Patikul, died last July 30 after 
they ate fish that had floated on a 
swamp which had been treated 
with poison to kill mangrove 
trees. 

Reports reaching the Coast 
Guard said that the other week, a 
Malaysian had visited Liang 
village to demonstrate to 
residents how to kill mangrove 
trees with the use of a poison 
named Gramozon. 

Peran said that the head of the 
ill-fated family had tried out the 
poison in a swamp. The family, 
seeing the fish floating, gathered 
them, and cooked them, it was 
reported. 

Coast Guard spokesman Lt 
Cradr Benjamin Palafox said a 
Filipino worker from Malaysia 
also arrived recently in Sulu, 
bringing with him the same 
poisonous chemical for fishing 
purposes. 

Palafox said the same poison 
could have killed many people 
living in the coastal villages of 
Patikul as reports reaching his 
office showed that 60 persons 
died after eating fish. 

The Sulu Coast Guard Thurs- 
day afternoon said two were 
reported to have died in Buansa 
Indanan, Sulu and three, in 
Maimbung after they ate 
poisoned fish. The Maimbung 
residents reportedly died in a 
hospital. 

In Zamboanga City, seven 
persons were hospitalized for 
alleged fish poisoning after eat- 
ing gal ungong in Arena Blanco, a 
Muslim village. 

Coast Guard authorities said 
they believed dried fish brought 
to Zamboanga from Sulu could 
have caused the poisoning. 

Regional Health Director Dr 
Mila Fernandez, when contacted 
by the inquirer, confirmed the 
fish poisoning incident in 
Patikul. 

She, however, advised the 
publicnottopanicasthemilitary ■ 
and health authorities in the 
region are investigating the 
incidents.

He said treatment of AIDS- 
afllicted persons normally takes 
four months with his own inven- 
ted herbal medicines and psychic 
procedure. 

Sambo, who is also engaged in 
buying and selling antique wood- 
craft, has been practicing psychic 
treatment only during Wednes- 
days and Fridays at the San 
Vicente barangay chapel. 

Some patients who were 
interviewed by newsmen during 
one of his healing sessions said 
that Sambo had not been charg- 
ing them for his treatment. 


Perestroika will help Philippines: Laurel .. . .. 

Hope for better ties with Soviets 


THE Soviet Union and the 
Philippines are expected to enjoy 
further better friendship and co- 
operation as Moscow continues 
to pursue its restructuring 
programme, known as peres- 
troika. 

This view was shared by 
Philippine Vice-President 
Salvador Laurel and Sen. Leticia 
Ramos Shahani in separate 
interviews with Novosli Press 
Agency after visiting the USSR. 

“I believe that glasnost and 
perestroika which are under way 
in the Soviet Union would help 
us in the Philippines to look for- 
ward to a better relations with 
the Soviet Union in aJl spheres," 
said Shahani, who was a member 
of an 11-member group of 
Filipino legislators who recently 
visited the USSR. 

While the Soviet Union and 
the Philippines have a different 
political system. Shahani said 
“we have a very solid stand for 
bettering our cultural and econ- 


omic relations." 

Shahani, who is the chairman 
of the Senate foreign relations 
committee, said that besides the 
reciprocity of their visit to the 
Soviet Union the Filipino leg- 
islators were anxious to push 
some joint ventures to better the 
trade relations between the two 
countries. 

What impressed her most, 
Shahani said, “was the sincerity 
of the policy of the So vie t govem- 
ment aimed at fulfilling the needs 
of the Soviet people.” 

“I’m positively sure that peres- 
troika and glasnost in the Soviet 
Union are really working and 
really felt by everyone," she 
added. 

Laurel, on the other hand, said 
that the “prospects for closer 
relations between the USSR and 
the Philippines are very bright." 

Laurel, who made an unof- 
ficial visit to the Soviet capital 
after a similar trip to the German 
Democratic Republic, Cze- 


choslovakia, Hungary and 
Yugoslavia, described the new 
Soviet programme as "a very 
dynamic idea.” 

“I think the rest of the world is 
watching very attentively the 
implementation of perestroika 
and glasnost," Laurel said. 
“They like the idea because it 
creates good prospect for world 
peace and development." 

Laurel said his visit to Moscow 
was a learning experience “to 
know more about the Russian 
people and the Soviet govern- 
ment.” 

During his brief stay, Laurel 
met a number of Soviets, includ- 
ing scientists, politicians and 
plain citizens. 

“Seeing with your own eyes, 
hearing with your own ears is one 
thousand times better than read- 
ing a book which is not always 
completely correct," Laurel 
pointed ouL

Cutting the chains of 
graft and corruption 

HOW often have Filipinos complained about graft and corrup- 
. tion only to be sucked into the day-to-day routines which 
involve some form of “fixing’ — getting a driver’s^ license, the 
tong paid by jeepney drivers, the “coffee money” banded to 
police officers who hail us for traffic infractions. Even students 
in school are said to be paying off teachers to pass a test, or 
buying ready-made term papers from shops around the Univer- 
sity Belt 

Sometimes we are prompted to think that it would indeed be 
impossible for government to begin to turn a new leaf because 
“paying off' has simply become a way of fife. 

It has come to the point where people cheer the good fortune 
that has come the way of a freind or relative who works in the 
Bureau of Customs or the Bureau of Internal Revenue because 
this is a sure way of getting rich. And even the most humble tax 
collector or customs examiner can parade his newly acquired 
wealth and no one dares to question the source ofhis riches. 

People congratulate those who join government because 
they look to the appointment as an entry to power and money. 
The attitude has been borne out by our experience with the 
Marcos regime. How many bureaucrats have ended up with 
more wealth than could be added up from their salaries and 
allowances? But to this day, we have yet to really see anyone 
charged for the crime of hidden or unexplained wealth. 

The strength of President Aquino continues to lie in the 
public conviction of her integrity and mcomqrtibih'ty. But 
there are now serious doubts about her resolve to go after 
officials, relatives or friends who have been linked to rumours 
of corruption. At this point, official expressions of determina- 
tion to go after big-time grafters seem to have a hollow ring. 

Clearly, the newly activated Presidential Committee on 
Public Ethics and Accountability can regain a measure of 
credibility if it can’ get at some big offenders, the big fish that ‘ 
alnjos Lai ways manage to slither past the net of accountability. . 
If the Executive Branch wants to have its statements taken 
seriously, it should visibly support and encourage all efforts, 
even those emanating from other branches of government or 
from the public, to follow through the charges. 

It may help to remember that citizen's vigilance can help fight 
graft and corruption in government And the people can draw 
down the account of those elective representatives who may 
think they need notanswser to anyonefor their misdeeds. 

But perhaps we also need to examine our national collective 
conscience and resolve that we have to do our part to liberate 
our own selves form the chain of corruption as a way oflife.

MANILA. lAE): Most Metro 
Manilans fear for their lives and 
the safety of their homos. 

A survey on people's percep- 
tion of public safety in Metre 
Manila, conducted last March 
by the Social Weather Stations 
and the Ateneo de Manila 
University, shows that 
than half of the met ropolis - eighth” 
million residents arc alraid to 
walk in the streets at night 
because they think it unsafe. 
Sixty-six per cent are afraid to 
leave their homes unattended for 
fear that robbers might break in. 

The survey, which polled 30U 
respondents, has found no 
improvement in Metro Man- 
ilans' perception of pubjic safety 
in the streets and in their homes 
since 1985. the Iasi few months of 
the Marcos government. 

The survey asked if the people 
feel safe or afraid to walk in the 
streets at night and if they arc 
afraid that robbers may break . 
into their homes. f 

Conducted 

Four other surveys were con- 
ducted jointly by SWSs and 
Ateneo de Manila. The first was 
done in May 1986 on 500 Metro 
Manila residents. The olherN 
were done in October I9S6, 
March 1987 and October |9,S7. 
each on 300 respondents. 

For comparison. SWSs 
included the Socio-Political 
Opinion Survey of Juiy 1985. 
conducted by the Bishops- Busin- 
essmen's Conference on 500 res- 
pondents in Metro Manila. 

In July 1 985 more than half of 
Metro Manilans. or 57 per cent, 
were afraid to walk in the streets 
at night because they though it 
unsafe. This level of fear coin- a. 
rides with that of the March 1988 
surveys, which recorded 53 per 
cent. It increased in October 
1987, one month after the Sep- 
tember coup attempt, which 
frightened 59 per cent not to go 
out in the streets at night. 

Two out of three Metro Man- 
ilans, or 66 per cent, agreed in 
March 1988 that people in their 
neighbourhood were afraid that 
robbers might break into their 
homes. Again, the level of fear 
about the safety of homes against 
bwak.-ins had not .significantly 
changed since, July 1985, when 64 
per cent felt the same way. 

The improvement in the peo- 
ple's perception of safety in the 
streets and in homes in Metro 
Manila happened thee months 
after the EDSA Revolution, 
when only 46 percent were afraid _ 
to walk in the streets at night, and 
only 55 per cent felt that their 
homes were unsafe. These levels, 
however, were not sustained for 
long. (Associated Editors). 


Travellers to West Germany warned 


THE Department of Labour and 
Employment (DOLE) has issued 
a warning on the stringent 
immigration procedures being 
imposed on Filipino travellers to 
West Germany. 

Labour Attache Hermirdo San- 
tos, in a report to Labour 
Secretary FrankBn M. Drfloo, 
said this is particularly true for 
travellers passing through the 
Frankfort Airport where Filipinos 
are segregated upon deptanjkiiig 
for interrogation. 

“The immigration authorities 


at the Frankfort Airport are prac- 
tising the Nazi-Gestapo style of

Filipinos per flight being denied 
entry and flown back on the same 
day,” Santos said. 

He said that the Philippine 
Embassy has already notified the 
German Foreign Office and the 
Ministry of Interior, winch have 
supervision over immigration 
authorities, regarding fc dis- 
criminatory treatment of Filipino 
travellers. 


Santos urged all West German- 
bound Filipino tourists/travellers 
to ensure that they can prove the 
validity of their status and be 
prepared to face rigid investiga- 
tion. 

He recommended that Filipinos 
intending to try their Inck and seek 
employment in West Germany, 
outside ' POEA-approved 
applicants with valid contracts 
that are allowed under existing 
German law, be discouraged to go 
to Germany.

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The scandal that nearly brought down 
tia government now becomes a movie

IT was the sex. scandal that

It became as synonymous 
with the swinging sixties as the 
Beaties, the mini skirt and thick 
black eyeliner.

Keeler introduced her to Polish 
immigrant Peter Rachman, the 
notorious slum landlord, and 
Stephen Ward, through whom 
they mixed with celebrities and 
high society. 

ft was a strange existence — 
but an exciting one. On Man- 
dy’s 17th birthday, for exam- 
ple, Peter Rachman gave her a 
Jaguar car complete with a for- 
ged driving licence. There 
seemed no end to the fun. . . . 

The be ginni ng of tbe end 

came however when Keelermet 
Profumo at a party aL Cliveden. 
She had discard ed an ill-fitting 
swimsuit and as she emerged 
from the pool naked Profumo 
was immediately attracted to 
her and invited her to lunch. 

Also at the party was Rus- 
sian ’diplomat' Eugene Ivanov, 
whom Christine was madly 
keen on. She later claimed 
Ivanov had taken her to bed 
that evening. 

A few days later though 
Keeler and Profumo met at 
Ward's flat . . . and an affair 
began. It was hardly a secret 
liaison . . . ML5 knew about it, 
as did most of their friends and 
a large part of high society. But 
the plot thickened when Chris- 
tine told Mandy that Ivanov 
had asked her to obtain infor- 
mation regarding the delivery 
date of nuclear warheads to 
West Germany, but she had 
refused to help him. Now there 
was a whiff of a spy scandal as 
well. 

Next, Christine went to live 
with a West Indian called Joh- 
nny Edgecombe. She had 
always enjoyed taking pot and 
started to frequent black clubs 
where it could be easily 
obtained. 

Rumours 

As she did so rumours about 
her affair with Profumo began 
to circulate openly in socieLy 
circles. Ward, a notorious gos- 
sip, never failed to mention it at 
dinner parties he was invited to 
. . . and it was only a matter of 
time before it hit the headlines. 

But Christine and her 
boyfriend Johnny brought 
things to a climax much quicker 
than anyone had supposed. 
Johnny pulled out a gun and 
fired shots at the keyhole when 
Christine locked herself in 
Ward’s flat. The police were 
called and hot on their beds 
were newspaper reporters who 
seemed to already know all 
about her liaison with 
Profumo. Thor even knew of 
letters tbe politician had writ- 
ten to her and offered her 
money for them. 

Soon the pressure from the 
press became unbearable and 
both Christine and Mandy 
decided they wanted to leave 
the country. 

Christine approached 
Profumo for money, but he was 
advised to turn her down as it 
might have been seen as 
incriminating evidence. But it 
wasn’t long before Christine 
began to revel in the attention 
she was getting. She was houn- 
ded by TV camera crews and 
jumped at the chance to sell her 
story to newspapers. She fled 
the country leaving Mandy to 
give evidence at the trial of Joh- 
nny Edgecombe. He was sub- 
sequently sentenced to seven 
years in jail. 

Keeler’s absence caused 
uproar. The front page of news- 
papers called banner headlines 
with her name and the whole 
country wanted to know the 
whereabouts of Christine. 
Stories began circulating about 
the connection between 
Profumo and Keeler. There 
were questions that demanded 
an answer. 

Nervous 

Profumo grew nervous at the 
allegations made against him 
and decided to put an end to 
them by preparing a statement 
which he read in the House of 
Commons, categorically deny- 
ing that he helped Keeler to 
disappear and that he may have 
been involved in some breach 
of security. He assured the 
House that “There had been no 
impropriety in this associa- 
tion.” 

The deception worked its 
spell for a while. Then, the 
Home Secretary Henry Brooke 
asked the police to make 
enquiries into Ward’s personal 
life. 

Ward felt that if he wasn’t 
careful he would become 
involved in the greater scandal 
that Profumo was involved in, 
so he wrote to Brooke and 
opposition leader Harold Wil- 
son telling them of Profumo's 
affair with Keeler. 

Now with harassment and 
speculation from the press and 
the House, Profumo had to 
answer renewed allegations. He 
finally confessed in a letter to 
.the Prime Minister Macmillan, 
that hehad deluded him and the 
honourable members of the 
House and was guilty of ‘gross 
misdem eanour’. He handed in i 
his resignation.

Profumo withdrew from 
public life and has never spoken

A . The government took in 
$60.69 billion and spent $83.63 
billion, mostly by reducing the 
* .government operating cash, the 
department’s monthly budget 
statement said. 

That created a monthly deficit 
of 522.94 billion and brings the 
total budget deficit for this spen- 
ding year, which began Oct 1 . to $ 
142.03 billion, the report said. 

That was the largest monthly 
deficit since March, when the gap 
; between income and outlay rea- 
gched $ 29.28 billion, the report 
said. 

The year-to-date deficit is a 0.6 
per cent improvement over the 
same period last spending year, 
.'when the gap had reached 
. $142.91 billion by July, the 
.. report showed. 

The administration projects it 
will end this spending year ■ on 
Sept 30 with a $152.35 billion 
deficit. 

That is an upward revision 
from last month, when. the 
administration was predicting a 
$146.7 billion shortfall. 

The revision was issued July 28 
in the administration’s mid-ses- 
sion review, which also revised 

estimates of economic growth up 
, to 3 per cent for the year from the 

■ .-previously estimated 2.4 per 
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economist for the Boston Co. 

"The news today on trade and 
the recent behaviour of US finan- 
cial markets and inflation is jus- 
tifiable ammunition for the 
Democrats and doesn't make for 
pleasant reading for the 
Republicans," Sinai said. 

Stocks, bonds and the dollar 
all dropped after the trade report 
showed Americans still pouring 
more money overseas than they 
brought in, reversing the slight 
improvements of recent months. 

Surged

Latin debt burden grows on oil, rate factors 


NEW YORK. Aug 20: Rising 
interest rates ana falling oil 
prices are adding to Latin 
America's economic difficulties 
and are hurting much of the 
region's ability to continue fully 
servicing its bank debt, reports 
the Wall Street Journal. 

Meanwhile, coming changes 
of government in the US and big 
Latin American deb lor countries 
— Argentina. Brazil, Mexico 
and Venezuela — mean that 
currently there is a leadership 
vacuum for handling inter- 
national debt problems. 

Debt 

Most oil prices have dropped 
more than 54 a barrel in the past 
year,, with Mexican crude now 
selling for about $12.50 a barrel, 
down from $16.50 a barrel a year 
ago, according to a spokes- 
woman for Pemex, the Mexican 
state oil company. 

For Mexico that cuts about 
$2.8 billion from export revenue. 
Similar price fa I Is for Venezuelan 


oil have cut that nation's export 
revenue by about $2.6 billion. 

Meanwhile, the recent steep 
rise in the London interbank 
offered rate — the rate most 
Latin American countries pay on 
their foreign debt — threatens to' 
add about $6.6 billion a year to 
the region's interest payments on 
its estimated $330 billion foreign 
bank debt. 

The so-called LIBOR rate for 
six-month money is now 9 per 
cent annually, up from 7 per cent 
in late February, and the three- 
month rale has risen to 8-3/4 per 
cent, from 6-7/8 per cent during 
that period. 

Indeed, six years after the 
Latin American debt crisis broke 
when Mexico ran out of money'in ' 
August 1982, economic growth 
and rates of investment in most 
of these nations remain low des- 
pite some determined attempts 
to economic change, particularly 
in Mexico and more recently in 
Brazil. 


Meanwhile, in Washington, 
US Treasury Secretary James A . 
Baker and Federal Reserve 
Board Chairman Paul A. V Di- 
cker, architects of the present 
flagging international debt 
strategy, both have stepped 
down. That strategy called for 
industrial nations, international 
agencies and banks to continue 
lending to debtor countries in 
return for economic overhaul. 

Creditors 

And with the US presidential 
elections in November, many 
creditors and debtors are waiting 
for a new — or renewed — 
approach to Latin America’s 
problems of heavy foreign debt 
and lack of investment 

In the debtor countries, there 
also are important political 
changes in the offing. Venezuela, 
Argentina and Brazil will bold 
presidential elections within the 
next 15 months. Mexico's new 
president, Carlos Salinas de Gor- 
tari, takes office in December, 


and a new presiden L in Ecuador is 
trying to frame a new economic 
strategy for that hard-pressed 
country. 

“Rales of investment haven't 
recovered. They're the key to sus- 
tained export growth,'* says 
Albert Fishlow. professor of 
economics at the University of 
California, Berkeley. Quoting 
International Monetary Fund 
statistics. Fishlow says that in 
Latin America, investment is 
running at an annual average 
rate of 17 per cent of output of 
goods and services, down from 
between 24 per cent and 25 per 
cent in 1980 and 1981.

WINNIPEG, Manitoba, Aug 
20, ( AP): The rich soil oi the Red 
River valley noraially produces 
40 bushels per acre (440 
kilogrammes per hectare) of red 
spring wheal, helping make Can- 
ada the world's second-largest 
wheat exporter. 

The drought of 1 988 has chan- 
ged all lhaL 

Farmer Glenn Whitmore, 
harvesting 300 acres (120 hec- 
tares) in St Norbert just south of 
Winnipeg, is getting just 10 
bushels an acre (110 kilogram- 
mes a hectare) from fields par- 
ched by the sun and infested with 
weeds and grasshoppers. 

“Well, at least we've got the 
seed back." Whitmore, 35, said 
with resignation as ht rode a 
mower over stunted foot-high 
(30-centimetre) stalks of wheat. 
“I don't know if there's any les- 
sons in farming. You just take it 
one year at a time.” 

Things are worse in southern 
Saskatchewan, the country’s 
major wheal producer. Many 
farmers failed to gel any crop at 
all in conditions likened to the 


disastrous droughts of the 1930s. 

Wheat and barley yields 
overall will be 50 per cent below 
normal. 

In Alberta. Canada's other 
breadbasket province, the 
weather has been whimsical to 
the point of perversity. Southern 
areas felt the full impact of the 
drought while farmers in thenor- 
thern Peace River region had 22 
inches (56 centimetres) of rain 
and could collect bumper crops if 
their fields dried out long enough 
for harvesting. 

Export 

Across the prairies, experts 
predict a harvest down at least 30 
per cent from last year, and that 
means Canada's 105,000 grain 
fanners will find it harder to fill 
orders from the Soviet Union, 
Japan. China and other 
traditional markets. Crop 
insurance will help protect 
individual farmers from major 
financial losses, however.

BAHRAIN. Aug 20, (Reuter): 
Saudi Arabia has told its big far- 
mers, weeks after a record 
harvest, that it is slashing sub- 
sidies which turned the kingdom 
from an importer into an expor- 
ter of wheal, diplomats said 
today. 

The government told the top 
five publicly-traded farming 
companies in a letter that it 
would pay 1.500 riyals (5400) a 
tonne for their wheat during the 
1 989 harvest, instead of the 2.000 
riyals ($533) paid this year. 

Price 

It also ordered them to plant 
one hectare of barley for every 
hectare of wheal in future. 

"The government is Hying to 
get to grips with an embarrassing 
problem.” said one diplomat. 
“At tremendous expense it has 
been subsidising both the import 
of barley and the export of 
wheat.” 

Saudi Arabia’s $533-a-tonne 
subsidy meant it was paying far- 
mers more than four times the 
world price for their wheal. 

The subsidy, brought in dur- 


ing the oil-rich years of Lhe late 
1 970s and early 1 980s. spawned a 
massive farm industry. 

Circular wheat fields swept by 
irrigation booms dot the desert 
Saudi landscape from the edge of 
Uie southern empty quarter to 
the Jordanian frontier in the 
north. \ 

The diplomats estimated that 
Saudi combine harvesters reaped 
a record 2.8 million tonnes of 
wheat in the 1988 harvest which 
ended in June. In 1983, the total 
was 600.000 tonnes. 

Saudi Arabia consumes bet- 
ween 800,000 and 850,000 tonnes 
of wheat and the surplus is sold 
around the world — most nota- 
bly to China. 

The diplomats said it was 
unclear if, or when, the new rules 
would apply to the smaller 
private fanners who grow 88 per 
cent of Lhe country's wheat. 

The support price for barley is 
only 1 ,000 riyals ($267) a tonne.

MEXICO CITY, Aug 20, (AP): The bead of Organisation of 
Petroletan Exporting Countries traded a jhree-day visit here by 
announcing Mexico has agreed not to increase crude oil exports in 
a bid to boost world oil prices.

to American customers on Sept 1. Prices for Mexican crude 
exports to Europe will not be changed, Pemex said in a statement. 
Mexico does not belong to OPEC bat closely follows that 
organisation's pricing and production guidelines. Subroto met 
with President Miguel de La Madrid and Pemex officials before 
leaving on Friday for OPEC headquarters in Vienna. He said he 
plans to visit Iran on Aug 28 and Iraq on Sep( 1 in an effort to 
persuade the two countries to reduce tbeir oil production. On 
Wednesday. Subroto said he expected Iraq to return to the oil 
organisation “with a reasonable quota” once a ceasefire takes 
effect today in its8-ycar-old war with Iran.

Pemex said its 
Petroleum Foreign Trade Committee bad authorised Lhe price 
hikes “to align prices for exports of Mexican crude with those 
prevailing in the international market." It said oil contract prices 
for European customers would not be affected. Sales to American 
customers averaged 717,000 barrels daily between January and 
July, or 54 per cent of total Mexican petroleum exports during 
that period, Pemex said.

JACKSON HOLE, Wyo, Aug 20, (Reuter): Tcu months after 
Wall Street's one-day 500- point drop, economists and scholars 
warned against regulatory action to curb market swings. 
Delegates to a conference on market volatility said yesterday that 
while there is no agreement on why the market crashed last 
October 19, they are less concerned than they were six months 
ago that it will happen again. They warned (hai regulatory action 
aimed at preventing another crash or reducing market volatility 
might create more problems than it solved. “If you don't know 
what part of (he car has broken down it is hard to fix it ... if w e start 
trying to regulate to reduce volatility wo may make as many 
mistakes by not understanding the impacts of what wc do," 
Goldman Sachs International Corp rice-chairman Robert Hor- 
mats said in an interview. Yale University professor Robert 
Shill er presented a paper saying there is little relation between 
market volatility and underlying economic factors. Other par- 
ticipants to the conference sponsored by (be Kansas City Federal 
Reserve Bank agreed. “It is hard to believe there was any 
particular news event that caused the crash and it is not apparent 
that market fundamentals drove the market," said Columbia 
Professor Frederic Mishkin. Delegates also generally agreed 
that current market conditions did ant point towards another 
crash soon. “I don't dunk we arc very vulnerable now,” Drexcl. 
Burnham Lambert chief economist Richard Hocy said in an 
interview. 

Ministers meet to review

KUTA BEACH, Indonesia. Aug 20, (Reuter): Brunei, Malaysia 
and Indonesia met today to review oil pricing strategy and moves 
to strengthen co-operation between OPEC and non-OPEC mem- 
bers. Indonesia, the only member of the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries (OPEC) east of the Gulf, saw (be 
ministerial meeting on the island of Bali as a step toward setting 
op a forum for Asian oil producers, officials said. Kasitah 
Gaddam. a minister in the Malaysian Prime Minister's office, 
told reporters both his country and Brunei backed OPEC mnies 
to stabilise prices. “Malaysia is supportive of OPEC's action. 
Malaysia and Brunei are here with open minds to seek ways to 
stabilise oil prices," he said during a break in the talks. The 
meeting coincided with the start of a Gulf war ceasefire which 
could help OPEC strengthen internal unity and prop up crude oil 
prices which have sunk four dollars below the 13-member organ- 
isation's target of $18 a barrel. Brunei's Development Minister 
Pengiran Datuk Ismail Damit told reporters the three countries 
bad discussed possible regular meetings between Asian nil 
producers and urged other oil producers to limit production to 
underpin prices. Indonesian Energy Minister Ginandjar Kar- 
tasasmlta, a member of OPEC's five-member price committee, 
convened the meeting as part of a series of consultations with non-

Progress slow on easing 
consumer goods shortages 

M OSCO W , Aug 20, ( Reuter): Tass said today thalthree years of 
‘perestroika* had failed to eliminate shortages of many basic 
consumer goods and warned that support for the Kremlin's 
reform programme would dwindle if there was no improvement. 
Announcing a government plan to produce extra consumer goods 
worth 24 billion roubles ($38 billion) in 1989-1990, the official 
Soviet news agency said economic restructuring had gone more 
slowly than planned. The shortage of goods was supposed to 
decline due to changes in the structure of the development of the 
economy, Tass said. But so far efforts to eliminate the shortages 
... have not succeeded. “The continuing scarcity of goods has an 
adverse impact on people's attitude to Perestroika (restructur- 
ing) and subverts their trust in the reality of the transformations 
planned,” it said, echoing fears voiced at this June's Communist 
Party conference. Production of consumer goods — given a low 
priority over many years — was meant to have surpassed that of 
goods soch as industrial equipment by the start of 1 986, Tass said. 
However, this did not happen until the start of this year, leaving 
many consumer items in continued short supply. The government 
plans to boost output of light industrial goods — notably cars, 
television sets and video recorders — by another 18 per cent 
during the next five-year plan, which runs from 1991-1995, Tass 
added. 

Sarney announces budget cuts 

BRASILIA, BraziL Aug 20. (AP): President Jose Sarney 
announced a 22 per cent cut in next year's budget to bring down 
the massive public deficit and make up for extra costs brought on 
by a new constitution. In a late Thursday afternoon cabinet 
meeting, Same} 1 said the 1989 budget would include cuts in 
government subsidies, slate companies and organs and end 
federal financing for state and local governments. “The govern- 
ment has to prepared for the new constitution,” Sarney told 
ministers. “We have to cut spending in the amount our costs will 
rise. We will no-loager be able to fund state and local governments 
even in emergencies." Though Sarney was not specific as to where 
the cuts in subsidies and state companies would come, he said the 
new budget would belp slash the public deficit now running at 6 per 
cent of the $300 billion GNP to just 4 per cent next year. 
According to the new budget, state and local governments would 
have to bear the costs of investments in areas normally at least 
partially covered by the federal govennent such as roads, tele- 
phone fines, low income housing, and transport. The new budget 
will be voted by law-makers in September, after they finish the 
country's new constitution.

Burma faces shortage of foreign exchange 


BANGKOK, Aug 20, (UPI): 
The Burmese government has 
promised major changes in the 
centrally-planned socialist sys- 
tem that has left rcsourcc-rich 
Burma with slumping produc- 
tion, soaring prices and wide- 
spread corruption. 

The root cause of the current 
general discontent in the country 
lies in the economic and political 
problems, Vice-President Aye 
Ko said in a speech yesterday. 

Mass marches, widespread 
protests and violence have 
rocked Burma for more than six 
months and forced the resigna- 
tion of two lop leaders in the past 
month. 

Problems 

The main economic problems 
thaL the state faces today are the 
shortage offoreign exchange, the 
decline in exports and imports, 
insufficiency in fuel oil, decreas- 


ing production, soaring prices 
and the high cost of living. Aye 
Ko said, according to a transla- 
tion of the speech made available 
to United Press International 
today. 

The vice-president said the 
economic problems had led to 
bribery and corruption, misuse 
of state funds, and a lethargic 
altitude bvgovemmenl officials. 

When officials turn their backs 
on the law. Aye Ko said, “a situa- 
tion arises where the already dis- 
satisfied people also resort to 
illegal acts.” 

Changes 

In order to fulfil the economic 
wants or the people, it has 
become necessary to make econ- 
omic changes, he said. 

Aye Ko said the ruling party 
had already outlined some 
needed changes and is working 


out how to implement them. 

On change is to guarantee far- 
mers ownership of their lands, as 
long as of there is “commercial 
production” of crops, fruit or 
raw materials for industry. 

“The public, co-operatives 
and the private sectors have 
already ban permitted to under- 
take all foreign and local trade.” 
he said. 

Arrangements 

Under the ruling regime's 
“Burmese way to socialism,” the 
state monopolised most industry 
and trade, and an extensive black 


market system that brought in 
goods from neighbouring China 


goods from neighbouring China 
. and Thailand developed. 

Analysts estimated that the 
black market represents about S3 
billion in trade per year — about 
40 per cent of the country’s total 
economic activity. 

Aye Ko promised that even the 


proceeds from earlier black 
market activity would be 
legitimised. 

“Guarantees and ■ arran- 
gements needed are being made 
to enable money derived from 
illegal trade to be invested in legal 
commercial ventures,” he said. 

Burmese business sources, 
however, expressed scepticism 
that petty officials and police 
would give up their control on 
the movement of goods so easily. 

“Extorting bribes from the 
black marketeers is the only way 
they can survive,” one source 
said. 

Aye Ko said the state mon- 


opoly on newspapers would be 
lifted “in the near future.”

Earlier the government 
announced it was returning 
several newspapers, nationalised 
by the government in the 1960s, 
to their original owners.

Theft and corruption rampant 
in Soviet gold mines: report 


MOSCOW, Aug 20, (Reuter): 
Theft and corruption are ram- 
pant in Soviet gold mines and 
many managers are cashing in on 
dishonesty, the newspaper 
Sovieiskaya Rossi ya said today. 

It quoted the public 
prosecutor's office as saying 300 
kg (660 pounds) of industrial 
gold were stolen from Soviet 
mines lasL year. 

Between 1982 and 1987, there 
were 60 criminal cases involving 
theft and bribe-taking in gold 
mines and 30 criminal groups 
were found to be operating in 
mines all over the country. 

The paper said that in Yakutia 
in eastern Siberia, two thirds of 
the chairmen of gold mines had 
been charged with various offen- 
ces over the past three years.

Ceasefire could boost oil prices 


LONDON, Aug 20: The 
ceasefire between Iran and Iraq 
could herald a renewed unan- 
imity within OPEC and result in 
a resurgence of oil prices, a lead- 
ing analyst told KUNA here 
today. 

A “new mood” in Iran makes 
it dear that Tehran may accept 
oil output parity with Iraq, pav- 
ing the way for a breakthrough at 
OPECs meeting in November, 
said Mehdi Vara. director of 
research at the London-based 
investment firm of Klein wort 
Grieveson Securities. 

“I think we could see a surpr- 
isingly successful meeting in 
November,” Vara said.

“There is a long way to go yet, 
but I can see it is happening,” he 
added.

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Cram runs year’s best 1 ,500 metres at Brussels GP 


BRUSSELS, Aug 20, (Reuter): 
Briton Steve Cram displayed his 
full championship pedigree with 
a glorious 1,500 metres triumph 
at the Brussels Grand Prix ath- 
letics meeting yesterday. 

The 1983 world champion, 
who failed so dismally at the 
Rome World Championships 
last year, outclassed the rest of 
the field in a gruelling last lap to 
clock three minutes 30.95 
seconds. 

It was the eighth fastest lime 
ever — Cram himself has twice 
run faster — and easily the quick- 
est in the world this year. 

Cram, the European and 
Commonwealth champion as 
well as the Olympic silver medall- 
ist. found himself in front at the 
bell after the second of two 
pacemakers dropped out. 

Then he staged a marvellous 
solo performance to edge away 
from compatriot Peter Elliott 
and inslal himself as gold medal 
favourite in the Seoul Olympics 
next month. 


Emphatic 

Olympic champion Cart Lewis 
and new 400 metres world reco rd 
holder Butch Reynolds, curren- 
tly the hottest property in track 
and field, earlier eased to 
emphatic victories over 100 and 
300 metres respectively. 

The pair were hardly tested by 
modest opposition as the Brus- 
sels meeting struggled to shake 
off the hangover of Zurich's 
dramatic and draining action of 
48 hours earlier. 

Cram owed much to the 
pacemaking pair who took the 
field through the first lap in 55.78 
seconds, 800 metres in 1:51.88 
and then the bell in 2:35. 

He had lo do the rest himself, 
but did noL shrink from the 
challenge when the going began 
to hurt. 

Elliott, who like Cram will 
double up over 800 and 1.500 
metres in Seoul, clocked 3:32.94 
while Ireland's Marcus 
O'Sullivan was third in 3:36.04. 


“I was tired over the last 200 
but there's a little more locome." 
Cram said. "But I can’t be more 
delighted with my performances. 

“I'm getting better with each 
race." 

Said Aouita offered another 
example of his remarkable ver- 
satility withy a superb 800 metres 
win over American Johny Gray, 
the fastest man in the world this 
year. 

The 5.000 metres world and 
Olympic champion who has also 
run Lne 10,000 metres, clawed 
buck a 1 0 -metres deficit in the 
closing 250 metres to snatch vic- 
tory from Gray on the line. 

Aouita, the 1.500 metres world 
record holder, clocked a personal 
best of 1:44.36, bettering his 
previous best recorded five years 
ago by 0.02 seconds. 

But the time was immaterial. 
What mattered was that the 
Moroccan, who is also planning 
to double up over 800 and 1 .500 
metres in SeouL had proved his 
ability to live with the best over 
two laps. 

American pacemaker Lewis 
Johnson took the field through 
the bell in 49.26 seconds and left 
Gray with a handsome lead when 
he dropped out in the back 
straight. 

But Aouita ate into the gap 
■and attacked off the final bend as 
the pair fought shoulder to 
shoulder for victory. 

The diminutive Moroccan 
edged the decision with Gray, 
who clocked a year's best 1:4X65 
in Zurich two days ago, timmed 
at 1:44.43. 

Cram said he was approaching 
the form he showed in 1986. the 
year he considers to be his best 
when he won the Common- 
wealth Games 800 and 1.500 
metresand European champion- 
ship 1.500. 

"i didn’t want to set a record," 
he added. 

"Thai would have made me a 
red hot favourite for Seoul and 1 
didn't want that I’m pleased 
with 3:30.”

But heshowed little sign of any 
problems on the track as be shif- 
ted up a gear off the bend lo win 
in 32.22 seconds — little more 
than half a second off the world 
best for the rarely run event. 
American Waller McCoy was 
second in 32.43. 

Lewis also struck from behind 
to outpace compatriots Dennis 
Mitchell and Brian Cooper. 

Lewis, who equalled the 
second fastest lime recorded 
when be beat Canadian rival Ben 
Johnson in Zurich in 9.93 
seconds, clocked a more leisurely 
10.04 seconds here. 

Romania's Paula Ivan was 
another to display more fine 


form in the women's 1,500 
metres. 

The quickest woman in the 
world over the distance this year. 
Ivan romped away to win in three 
minutes 59.17 seconds ahead of 
Olympic 800 metres champion 
Doina Meiinte. 

Lewis said he was feeling the 
effects of his emotional showd- 
own with Johnson but added he 
was satisfied with his perfor- 
mance. 

“I'm a little tired and lost a 
tittle of my sharpness,” said the 
quadruple gold medallist from 
the 1984 Los Angeles Gaines. 

Is Reynolds’s absence, his 
compatriot Danny Everett —• 
second in Wednesday's historic 
one-lap race — won the 400 
metres. 

The race featured four others 


who were beaten in Switzerland 
as Reynolds erased the mark of 
43.86 seconds which Evans had 
set at altitude in the 1 968 Mexico 
Olympics. 

Everett outran Briton Derek 
Redmond in the final straight to 
win in 44.61 seconds with 
Andrew Valmon third. 

Nigerian Innocent Egbunike, 
whose sizzling early pace drag- 
ged Reynolds to his world record 
win, dearly looked tired as he 
finished fifth, one place ahead of 
Reynolds’ brother Jeff.

Effort 

Gharabally told the Arab

to both inboard and outboard 
boats, in an effort to attract as 
many racers as possible. The 
Arab Times/Seyassah race, held 
last June was an outboard only 
event as is the Dubai ofTshore 
powerboat race. 

The racers from that event are 
in the process of bonding them- 
selves into a federation, and al- 
though they discussed the pos- 
sibility of participating in the 
September race, according to a 
spokesman, they did not feel that 
the race conformed to the inter- 
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can. We are keeping the course 
along the shore, and have the 
support and co-operation of the 
Coast Guard, the Ministry of 
Health, and the Fire Brigade, as 
well as sea dub boats. He also 
expects, a helicopter to assist. A 
racing committee has been for- 
med from the Ministries of 
Defence, Health and Interior 
and the Sea Club. 

"We will be very strict with the 
rules — anyone not passing all 
turning points will be out of the 
race.” 

All competing boats must be 
over 18 foot in length, and each 
competitor must be over 1 8 years 
of age. “We welcome com- 
petitors from Kuwait, and from 
outside. We would particularly 
like the Gulf people to join the 
racing.”
